DENIES HOMEBREW 
PERMITS GRANTED 


The hopes of home brewers, wine­ 
makers and 
distillers came down 
with a ii nil sickening thud Tuesday. 
The prohibition unit of the treas­ 
ury department at Washington issued 
a lengthy, detailed statement declar­ 
ing illegal: 
1. 
The manufacture of any intox­ 
icating beer, wine or spirits in the 
home, even for strictly private home 
consumption. 
2. 
The manufacture of any beer 
or wine of any alcoholic content 
Without a permit, which permits ate 
not issued to home-brewers and wme­ 
dia kers. 
The sale of any hops or other 
’makings” to a person without a per­ 
mit, which permits are not issued to 
iiomebrewers. 
Nonintoxicating fruit juice is all 
it is legal lo make wit liont a permit. 
Here Are Kegalations. 
The statement, intended to dispose 
o reports that permits were being is­ 
sued for home manufacture of wine 
and beer follows: 
‘Nonintoxicating fruit juice can be 
made in tile home. Intoxicating wine, 
home brew and distilled spirits may 
not lie made. 
“Two hundred gallons of nonintox- 
cating fruit juice may be manufac­ 
tured tax free by heads of families 
by registering with the collector of 
internal revenue. 
“This tax exemption provision has 
been the source of confusion. 
The 
effect of this is not to allow the man­ 
ufacture of 200 gallons of intoxicat­ 
ing wine free from restrictions of

The hopes of home brewers, wine­ 
makers and 
distillers came down 
with a dull sickening thud Tuesday. 
The prohibition unit of the treas­ 
ury department at W ashington issued 
a lengthy, detailed statement declar­ 
ing illegal: 
1. 
The manufacture of any intox­ 
icating beer, wine or spirits in the 
home, even for strictly private home 
consumption. 
2. 
The manufacture of any bem­ 
ol- wine of any alcoholic content 
without a permit, which permits ale 
not issued to homo-brewers and winc­ 
ing kers. 
$. 
The sale of any hops or other 
■’makings” to a person without a per- 
I mil, which permits are not issued to 
ho mob rowers. 
Nonintoxicating fruit juice is all 
it is legal lo make without a permit. 
Here Are Regulations. 
The .statement, intended to dispose 
oi reports that permits were being is­ 
sued for home m anufacture of wine 
and l>eer follows: 
“Nonintoxicating fruit juice can be 
made in the home. Intoxicating wine, 
home brew and distilled spirits may 
not be made. 
“Two hundred gallons of nonintox- 
cating fruit juice may be manufac­ 
tured tax free by heads of families 
by registering with the collector of 
internal revenue. 
“This tax exemption provision has 
been the source of confusion. 
The 
effect of this is not to allow the man­ 
ufacture of 200 gallons of intoxicat­ 
ing wine free from restrictions of 
national prohibition act, but merely 
to allow the manufacture of 200 gal­ 
lons of nonintoxicating fruit juices 
free from tax. 
“Intoxicating in Fact” Test. 
“On June 3, 1920, prohibition min- 
eograph number 84 was issued au 
thorizing 
persons 
to 
manufacture 
nonintoxicating cider and other fruit 
juices exclusively for use in the home 
without permit, and providing thai 
such nonintoxicating cider and fruit 
juices are not necessarily limited to 
less than onerhalf of one per cent of 
alcohol vy volume, but must be in­ 
toxicating in fact to lei n violation 
of the national prohibition act. 
Under the law it is illegal to fur­ 
nish stills, parts of stills, worms or 
coils, malt extract or syrups, unfer­ 
mented fruit juices, such as grape 
or any^fermcntable material, recipes 
or .formulas for the manufacture of 
liquor for use in the home or else­ 
where for beverage purposes. 
• “It will be seen that the treas­ 
ury department has not issued per­ 
mits for the manufacture of wine, 
home' brew, distilled spirits for bev­ 
erage use in the home or elsewhere 
and under the law cannot issue such 
permits.”

Bull in 
Good Physical Condition to Insure 
Uniform Calf Crop.

be bred In February and March. 
One 
way to insure a uniform calf crop is 
to have both the breeding cows and 
herd bull in good physical condition 
at this time. 
A herd bull that has 
been left with rile wintering herd to 
shift for himself is, as a rule, in poor 
condition when the breeding season 
arrives, and the chances are that he 
will not be a sure, vigorous sire. 
The ration for the bord bull should 
consist of a libera! amount of rough­ 
ages, such us corn silage, legume hay, 
stover, or straw, and

most in­ 
stances. unless in good condition, a 
small allowance o f grain.

COLOR PREFERRED IN BUTTER 


That Which Is Not Too Pale la Gen­ 
erally Favored—Quality Not 
Always Affected. 


The color of good butter should be 
clear and even throughout. 
Although 
the shade of the color does not always 
affect tile quality of the butter, pref­ 
erence Is generally given to that which 
Is not too pale lr color. 
When the 
cream is churned at too high a tem­ 
perature, the butter comes quickly, 
but loses much of Its natural color. 
( ’burning ar too low a temperature, 
and consequently for too long a time, 
also destroys the color of the butter 
produced. 
Color In butter is often 
sipoilcd through overwashing or over­ 
w orking it. 
B utter is of a paler color 
from sw eet cream than from ripened, 
as in tin* former (‘.ase there is more 
buttermilk in the finished product. 


Sausage Not for Nervous. 
“No doubt 
sausage and serapple- 
mnkers put in to their product parts or 
all of ductless glands from motives 
of economy," writes Dr. R. L. Pitfleld 
of Germantown, Pa., In the Medical 
Record. 
“Some of these tissues are 
not destroyed by heat, notably pitui­ 
tary extract. 
But even though they 
may be rendered inert by heat, sau­ 
sage Is often eaten raw or partly 
cooked. 
A large dose of thyroid might 
finis be eaten by some one with hyper­ 
thyroidism 
with 
uncomfortable and 
deleterious results. 
The thyroid 
Is 
sold as sw eetbreads in many butcher 
shops. 
It seems wise, therefore, to 
forbid such Indiscriminate and hetero­ 
g en eo u s products a s sausage in nerv­ 
ous and endocrinopatide people. 
Such 
food may explain unaccountable symp­ 
tom s in them.”

FOR CLEANING MILK BOTTLES 


Cold 
or Lukewarm Water Prevents 
Hardening and Sticking of Albu­ 
men and Casein. 


When milk bottles are allowed to 
stand, tile casein hardens on them and 
it is almost as difficult to remove as 
when it is burned on by the use of hot 
water. 
If it is necessary to let your 
milk bottles stand for any length of 
time, It is best to pour cold, or luke­ 
warm w ater Into them, which will pre­ 
vent the hardening and sticking of the 
albumen and casein. Then, when it be­ 
comes time to wash them, lukewarm 
w ater can be used followed by hot 
water, boiling w ater or live steam. 
Ry this method, the bottles will ba 
cloam and all bacteria will be killed 
by the hot water.
